An average majority of 


1032 voters decided to again 


have an Anglo based govern­ 


ing group. The purpose of 


tills article Is to examine the 
underlying significance of the 


outcome of this year's elec­ 


tion of cit) officials. These 
factors must be examined and 
respected for wliat they stand 


and must not be taken lightly 


lest we lose sight of demo­ 


cracy's lieritage. 
Another 


purpose for tills article is to 


expose a vicious prejudice 


streak that runs through Hon­ 


do that does not need group 
discussion or pep rallies to 
activate it for it runs inherent 


within tile people who live it. 
It was calculated by the 


Hondo Citizens for Better 
Government that 934 Nlex - 


lean-Americans entered the 
doors of the municipal build- 
gin for the purpose of voting 


and it is being assumed that 
all these people did in effect 


vote. It was also calculated 


by the CBG that 902 Anglos 
entered these same doors for 


the same purpose and it is 


also being assumed lie re that 
approximately IOO of these 
were turned away as being 


ineligble to vote. 
By math- 


m aticall) juggling tile figures 
and adding the absentee votes 


we come out with a close pro­ 


ximity' of tile votes that were 


cast in tills election. 
Of the 93 I Mexican-Amer- 


icans voting in tills election 
an average of 728 Chicanos 
endorsed the CBG candidates 


leaving a Mexican-American 


splinter minority of 206 


switching to vote Anglo. 
It 
is also calculated the Anglos, 


with extremely few ex cep - 
dons, en masse endorsed the 


Anglo candidates. 
Adding 
the 206 splinters to the cal­ 


culated 826 valid Anglo votes 
yields a majority result of ap­ 


proximately 1032. Note here 


that if the Anglo had voted 


Anglo as they did and tile 
Mexican-American had voted 


Chicano, that is switch the 
206 swing votes from the 


826 Anglo to tile 728 Chicano 


votes, tile CBG would have 
won by an average margin of 


108 votes.

As you know, Mrs Peterson, 
your company’s advertisement 
then went on to urge, “ Buy less 
meat 
Buy something else.”

education 
In previous ad­ 
vertisements, your present 
employers suggested you were 
to perform a similar function

be helpful when I suggest that 
your printed statement did not 
cover “ all these reasons,” and 
to reject the idea that ranchers 
are gouging meat 
buyers. 
Economists in the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, as you 
know, keep careful records on 
prices paid to meat producers 
and compare these to prices 
paid to consumers

that ranchers should bear the 
blame for higher costs at the 
supermarket checkout counter 
S ou seem to have missed two 
points First, there have been 
more significant increases in 
labor costs for packers, ship­ 
pers 
and 
retail 
clerks; 
packaging costs have risen, and 
even your stores’ taxes rent, 
banking and other services cost 
more 


Second, the rancher has had 
higher costs, too. for labor, 
feed, taxes, breeding 
stock, 
equipment 
and 
petroleum 
products used in his operations 
in many areas, 
last year's 
drought forced ranchers to sell 
their foundation herds 
Many 
were forced out of business. If 
those still operating cannot get 
a fair return on their labor and 
investment, they will give up 
ranching 
Who 
then 
will 
produce this important element 
of our food supply? 


Because the planners of price 
controls recognized that the 
ranchers and farmers were 
overdue for economic 
help, 
they did not place controls on 
agricultural 
products 
If 
controls are needed, I believe 
that th** profits of processors,

should be examined

consumers to buy less meat, set

with other District 28-AA schools. This is 
a good question and one well worth looking 
into. Maybe there are good reasons why we 
don't; but these reasons should be presented 
to the public so it can be better informed. 
I understand we are working toward tennis 
and golf teams. That's fine. And it's too 
bad that high costs prevent some type of 
bowling activity being provided for students. 
There are areas in the city that need 
additional lighting, additional or new pav­ 
ing. These should receive high priority. 
Paving has to be partially paid for by land 
owners, but other cities have initiated plans 
that allow home owners to pay as low as 
$2 to $3 per month on their utility bills, 
why can't Hondo? 
These are but a few things that could be 
worked toward. I feel sure there are others. 
And I challenge all City Council members 
and School Board members to generate ideas 
for solving other problems. We do have pro­ 
blem areas, so let's don't hide our heads in 
the sand and pretend we don't. Let's all 
work together to solve them. 
Herein lies the secret—all working to­ 
gether. We can never solve our problems 
and make our city reach its potential unless 
our people— Anglo and Mexican-Americans 
if we must put a name to cl ti zens— make 
every effort to trust each other and work to­ 
gether for the betterment of the whole com- 
m unity. 
At one time there was mention of a lia i­ 
son effort on the part of the City Council to 
meet with Mexican-Amer icons, or any other 
group, in an effort to understand their pro­ 
blems and at the same time get acquainted 
with each other.

How would It be to call 
all the telephones in the 
world? 
"Impossible, " said Harold 
Johnson, manager for South­ 
western Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany, 
"H ie task of re a oiling 
all u.'l. 
million phones 
would take more than 250 
years, even for an American, 
who places more calls a year 
or. the average than anyone 
else on the globe, " 
He said statistics show that 


(. ich man, woman and ciiild 
in America during 1972 aver­ 
aged about 2,1 conversations 
per day, or 779 for the year - 


more than the combined 
average of their counterparts 
in Argentina, Greece, China 
and Australia. 


However, Joluison pointed 
out that even if tills average 
were increased to 2.1 conver­ 
sations per minute it would 
still take more than 250 years 
to reach all of tile world's 
telephones, 
Johnson based Ids calculat­ 
ions on the latest t dition of 
"The World's Telephones, " a 
booklet published annually by

al services. 
He said the tele­ 
phone census reflects develop­ 
ments to January I, 1972, be­ 
cause a full year is needed to 
compile the data. 


Hondo played a role in 
helping Americans set an­ 
other record -- that of having 
more telephones in service 
than any other country. 


"Tile record showed the 
U. S. ahead with 120.2 m il­ 
lion phones, five times as 
many as second place Japan 


which reported 20.2 million, " 
Johnson said. 
"There are 
2, 866 phones in Hondo which 
is more than all the tele­ 
phones in tile country of Bri­ 
tish Honduras, " he noted. 


Even though tile U. S. top­ 
ped the list in total tele­ 
phones, its growth rate is less 


than half that of a number of 
countries led by Greece, 
Yugoslavia, Japan and Korea. 
"However, it probably w ill 
be a long time before tliese 
countries equal telephone 
concentration in the U. S. 
which is one phone for every 
two people, " he said. 
To make his point, John­ 
son compared Texas with its 
more than five million tele­ 
phones to Sweden which has 
more than 4.5 million tele­ 
phones. 
With the other four states 
of Arkansas, Oklahoma, Kan­ 
sas and Missouri served by 
Southwestern Bell, the total 
company phones at the end of 
1970 surpassed the number in 
Canada. Southwestern Bell 
had IO, 488, 540 phones com­ 
pared to Canada's 9, 752,537.
